TOOWOOMBA'S 
SCENIC 
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HERE are few places in the world which offer such 



rapturous scenic beauty as Toowoomba's Scenic 



Circle Tour of the range-edge of the city overlooking 
the magnificient valleys which stretch from Toowoomba to 
the sea and to Cunningham's Gap. The Queensland 
Government Tourist Bureau has arranged this Scenic Circle 
Tour by motor coach which leaves the corner of Russell and 
Victoria Streets and takes the tourist to the beautiful Middle 
Ridge Golf Links (one of Queensland's best courses noted 
for its high quality fairways and greens), thence along the 
scenic rim to Picnic Point. Here, the tourist will see a view 
which charms the eye and which inspired Earl De La Warr, 
a former member of the British Cabinet, to say: — 

"I have never seen anything so beautiful, since 
I landed in Australia, as that view from the Picnic 
Point Lookout this afternoon." 
From Picnic Point may be seen Mt. Lindsay, Mt. Mitchell, 
Mt. Barney and Spicer's Peak. 

The tour takes in the extinct volcano which may be 
seen at the Toowoomba Quarries — volcanic rock which has 
been poured out on the surface from the volcano. Thence 
the tour is via Prince Henry Drive, a scenic circuit which 
has few rivals in Australia, presenting eye-pleasing peeps 
of the rich lands below. The tour includes some of 
Toowoomba's most modern homes and gardens and most 
beautiful colour strips providing, at each turn of the eyes, 
magnificent views of the Great Dividing Range. 

The City Sights Tour provides a picturesque motor 
coach tour of the city and its garden setting. 

Included in the City Sights Tour is the magnificent 
panoramic round-the-compass view from Mt. Kynoch which 
embraces the City and environs of Toowoomba and the 
districts of Crow's Nest, Ravensbourne, Lockyer and Gowrie 
Mountain.

LAWES AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 

JUST a few miles from the foot of the range at Toowoomba 
is Lawes, Queensland's Agricultural College, where, 
in interesting surroundings, may be seen the training 
of our farmers of the future. 

The College conducts many interesting scientific 
experiments in a setting which holds much for tourists and 
the nature of the many college activities is of interest to 
tourists. 

Pride of the College are the pedigree stock, many of 
which have won many prizes in Queensland show rings. 
In this modern age here may be seen many of the 
mechanical farm implements which have changed work on 
the land and made production easier and greater. 
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THE charm of a good tour is variety and the " Valley of 
the Sun " Tour offers the variety of mountain range, 
hillside, farmlands, and above all, the scenic beauty 
of a lovely valley. 

The tour is from Toowoomba, thence down the Range 
Road to Helidon where, at the foot of the Range, is the 
Helidon Crystal Spa — a natural spa which is worthy of 
inspection. Here there is a picnic spot beside cool waters 
which is highly attractive. 

Thence the tour is to Grantham and across the 
picturesque valleys to Gatton. Thence the motor coach 
begins the tour through the picturesque Heifer Creek Valley, 
which is the Valley of the Sun, and makes an ever-chang- 
ing but gradual ascent to the Darling Downs at Ascot. 
Then begins the beautiful drive across the Darling Downs 
to historic Drayton and it was a tour such as this which 
inspired Dr. Cyril Jenkins to say: — 

"I have travelled very widely and seen many of 
the beautiful spots in England, Europe, America and 
Canada as well as Australia, but I have never made 
a tour which is so beautiful."

THE Darling Downs, in the opinion of many people, is 
not only the richest agricultural district in Queensland, 
but the most beautiful. Alan Cunningham in June, 
1827, discovered the Darling Downs and much of Queens- 
land's early history is written in the old churches and homes 
of the pioneers. 

At Drayton is the interesting St. Matthews Church 
which has many interesting records and objects of historic 
value recalling the great days of the 19th century. Nearby 
is the old Bulls Head Inn where the stage-coaches stopped 
and the early settlers met. It was on the 12th August, 1840, 
that the first bullock dray took supplies to the Darling 
Downs from Brisbane, and the 19th October, 1840, when 
the first dray was taken through Cunningham's Gap. Since 
then there has been a century of progress — years of hard 
but profitable toil. The bush tracks and bullock drays have 
given way to bitumen roads and motor transport, and today 
the tourist enjoys tours of Downs which produce about 
93 per cent, of Queensland's wheat from nearly half a 
million acres of land under wheat cultivation. 

The Downs pastures provide some of Australia's best 
blood stock. From stud farms, rich in life-giving grasses, 
come some of Australia's best racing stock. Among them 
was Bernborough and Rainbird. 



**M BARLING DOWNS 

3 1 Dalby, centre of the Northern Downs, is situated about 

53 miles from Toowoomba and 153 miles from Brisbane. 
The climate is most genial, combining the exhilarating 
coolness of the Downs with the dryness of the Western 
Plains. 

The Bunya Mountains form the watershed of the 
Northern Downs and South Burnett districts, being situated 
about midway between Dalby and Kingaroy. They offer 
some of the finest scenery in the whole of Southern Queens- 
land and an idyllic climate. Mount Mowbullan, at 3,611 
feet, is the highest peak, with other peaks in the vicinity 
of 3,000 feet providing vast panoramas. These lofty pine- 
clad ranges were once the scene of the triennial Feasts of 
the Bunya-Bunya when the vanished tribes foregathered 
from hundreds of miles around. 

World travellers compare the Darling Downs to the 
many famous downlands of rural England. They are struck, 
too, by the contrasts — the dim blue distant hills; the rush of 
water after sub- tropical storms; the miles and miles of the 
fifteen million acres of the Downs properties which carry 
a population (including the city of Toowoomba) of more 
than 100,000 people. 

But it is the magic of the scenic beauty that attracts and 
holds the tourist.

ONE hundred and fifty nine miles by rail from Brisbane 
is the flourishing city of Warwick, focal point of 
tourist trips to Killarney, Stanthorpe, Cunningham's 
Gap, and the rich wool-growing areas of South-Western 
Queensland in and around Goondiwindi. 

Warwick (population 7,129 in June, 1947) was one of 
the first towns on the Darling Downs founded in 1847. The 
original township was built on Hudson's Hill, and what is 
now Albert Street, Warwick, was once a race track. The 
Condamine River with its willow-lined banks and the 
surrounding. Downs country, adds beauty to the city of 
Warwick which has many excellent secondary schools. The 
streets of Warwick are well laid out; many of them are tree- 
lined, and the parks add attraction. 

Warwick is 1,492 feet above sea level and, like 
Toowoomba and Stanthorpe, enjoys a bracing climate 
which makes touring pleasant. 
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Like Warwick, England, the country around Warwick, 
Queensland, has a quality of its own. There is a suggestion 
of solidity, which befits one of the oldest cities in Queens- 
land; there is much beauty in the city and the district; 
there are trees which, if not as old as some English oaks, 
look as if they might have been growing when Magna 
Charta was signed. 

Warwick has many excellent primary and secondary 
schools and is an important rail head for the rich south- 
west Queensland district which stretches to Goondiwindi, 
Thallon, St. George and farther west. 

The district produces wheat, butter, sheep and other 
products and its scenery has that quality which makes 
tourists wish to come again — and to stay. 

NINETEEN miles by road from Warwick is Killarney, 
whose district has something of the charm of its 
:amous counterpart — Killarney, Ireland. Killarney, Queens- 
land has no Blarney Stone, but has falls and stone and 
water formations which are most picturesque. Set in a 
farming district, the scenery is very different from that of 
the Darling Downs proper, and the hills and valleys provide 
views to delight most eyes

SOMERSET DAM 



SOMERSET Dam, one of Queensland's largest water 
catchment areas, is growing into a tourist resort of 
importance. It may be seen by a day tour from 
Toowoomba passing through Esk. The Queensland 
Government has built a dam to provide water supplies 
for Brisbane and Ipswich, and to prevent " floods in the 
Brisbane River. 

The dam is a lake on which boating and fishing take 
place, and many of the views are picturesque and 
interesting.

point about 2,000 feet above sea level at a reserve 
overlooking the valleys, is a lookout from which all the 
variety of the farmlands below may be seen.

STANTHORPE, 39 road miles from Warwick, is 2,662 feet 
above sea level and the centre of the granite belt — 
Queensland's great fruit growing district. Apples, 
plums, apricots, peaches and other stone fruit grow to 
perfection in this rich area which is also rich in tourist 
interest. With Stanthorpe as a centre, the tourist may enjoy- 
not only sight-seeing, but bowls, tennis, riding and golf in 
settings which are truly delightful. Touring in the tourist 
coaches over miles of highway from Toowoomba to 
Warwick and then on to Stanthorpe is one of the finest drives 
in Queensland. On all sides stretch these world-famous 
Downs, suffused with flooding sunlight, bracken-brown, lush 
green, barley-gold, rich black, while in the distance ahead 
and all around the horizon is scalloped with mountain 
peaks, veiled in the heavenly blue of distance. Warwick 
is situated 159 miles by rail from Brisbane on the main 
Southern Railway line. Set on the willow-skirted banks of 
the Condamine River, surrounded by intensively cultivated 
open downs and backed by the verdant hills of Killarney, 
Warwick has an appealing natural beauty and a salubrious 
climate throughout the year. The surrounding countryside 
abounds in scenic attractions.
